According to Robert Lewis of 
the fire m arsh al’s office, Mrs. 
T urner had either thrown or put 
another son, Jim m y T urner. 4, 
through a window to the side or 
re ar of the mobile home and re­ 
turned to the m aster bedroom 
to get M ark when she w as over­ 
com e by the intense sm oke and 
heat. 
Jim m y w as taken to E ast 
Liverpool City Hospital by Mrs. 
R ichard Gregory, a neighbor, 
w here he is listed in “ fa ir” 
condition today with burns of 
the back and cuts of the feet be­ 
lieved received when he was 
put through the window 
The loss has been estim ated 
at $25,000 by West Point Volun­ 
teer F ire D epartm ent Chief 
E dw ard Bergm an. 


B ergm an said the telephone 
alarm w as received at 
the 
station about 11:15 a m. from 
Mrs. John Banicki who resides 
in a nearbv mobile home. 
M rs. 
Banicki 
had stepped 
onto her front porch to shake 
som e throw rugs when she saw 
sm oke coming from the T urner 
home. M rs. G regory then drove 
up and halted. The two women 
went to the trailer w here, in 
just a short tim e, Jim m y cam e 
from the side.

The text of the letter, signed 
by Alan H Cleveland, execu­ 
tive secretary of the cham ber, 
is as follows: 
“P arking in downtown Salem 
is a continuing concern for 
those who m aintain any type of 
business in the central business 
district. For that reason, the 
Downtown M erchants Division 
of the Salem Area C ham ber of 
C om m erce Parking Com m ittee 
has studied the situation and is 
m aking several recom m enda­ 
tions

Bank on Second Street, the 
downtown will lose approxi­ 
m ately 115 spaces. Couple this 
with the reduction of spaces in 
the F irst National Bank lot and 
you soon realize the seriousness 
of the m atter.

W holesale prices soared 1.1 per 
cent in M arch for their the 
biggest monthly gain in almost 
a year and a half, the Labor 
D epartm ent said today.

F arm and food prices, whose 
m oderate growth contributed 
most the reduced inflation rate 
of 1976, accounted for most of 
the rise last month. 
Raw coffee, cocoa and tea 
pushed farm prices up 2.5 per 
cent while prices for pork, 
roasted coffee, cereal, bread 
and anim al feeds boosted the

M ajor coffee roasters raised 
prices about 25 cents a pound 
last month in the wake of price 
increases by Brazil, the w orld’s 
m ajor coffee producer.

Stutz heads R egula’s Canton 
office, but likened the congress 
m an’s W ooster office to Rep.

biana County office which Mrs 
C arrie Davis of W ashington 
ville was recently nam ed to 
operate. 
R egula's office includes, be­ 
sides Stutz, an executive secre 
tary who does som e 
“ case 
w ork” ; an adm inistrative aide 
who handles problem s of senior 
citizens and veterans as well as 
the conference phone, and a 
secretary who ensures that the 
57 news outlets in the district 
are informed 
R egula’s W ooster office and 
A p p le g a te ’s 
C o lu m b ia n a 
C ounty office have- sim ila r 
functions and are both one- 
perso n 
o p e ratio n s 
at 
the 
present. Stutz, a form er Canton 
City Council 
president, said 
while his office in Canton is 
staffed by four persons, there 
a r e s im ila ritie s am ong all 
congressm en’s 
homo-district 
offices. 
“ People leave here happy be­ 
cause someone has listened to 
them ,” Stutz said about his job 
“ We try to help them with their 
problem s and provide all the 
assistance we can for them 
And service 
is 
the 
main 


reason lor any liaison office, 
such as has been established in 
Columbiana County. 
Basically, Stutz explained, 
the Canton and W ayne County 
offices are set up to handle 
“case w ork,” while the W ash­ 
ington office handles the legis 
la tion. C ase w ork involves 
problem s 
ranging 
from 
an ­ 
sw ering questions about why a 
social security check has not 
arrived to expediting the proce­ 
dure for obtaining a passport 
A large portion of his tim e is 
spent 
in handling

In Increased City Funds

While the 1977 city appropria­ 
tion ordinance passed Tuesday 
night by City Council reflected 
a decrease of som e $271,000 
from 1976 appropriations, som e 
departm ents did receive m ore 
money this year than last 
Some departm ent heads ex 
plained that increases in their 
appropriation were the result of 
inflation, salary and 
benefit 
hikes But Utilities Supt 
Wil 
liam Thompson said explaining 
a hike of nearly $90,000 in the 
sew age 
disp o sal 
o p eratio n 
budget is not quite that easy 
The sew er departm ent acts 
as a separate entity from most 
other city departm ents and 
operates with revenues gener­ 
ated from within, rather than 
from without, such as income 
tax, according to Thompson. 
Money not spent during any 
given year cannot be trans 
ferred to other departm ents, 


and likewise, money from other 
sources cannot be put into the 
sewer departm ent. So, when an 
amount 
appropriated 
during 
the preceding year is not spent, 
it is re-appropriated the follow­ 
ing year. 
Surpluses Needed 
Thompson said certain sur 
pluses are kept in the budget to 
handle em ergency repairs such 
as the recent rebuilding of a 
motor that "blew up” at the 
sew age 
tre a tm e n t 
p lant 
R epairs cost over $6,(MM) and re 
placement of the unit would 
have run some $15,000 to $18,- 
000, Thompson said Money is 
needed to handle such em er 
geneies, he noted. 
Appropriations in 1977 for the 
sewage disposal oper ation total 
$547,5(H), up nearly $'.M),(MMi from 
the 
1976 figure of 
$457,500 
Thompson said the Utilities De 
partrnent operates with a debt 
in excess of $1 million, and cash 


is needed to hack up the debt 
Other increases will go to sala­ 
ries and benefits, fuel cost in­ 
creases 
which he expects will 
be 
larg e 
an d 
g en eral 
operating expenses 
F ire Chief M artin Catlos said 
his departm ent needs an extra 
$16,500 alone to cover wages 
and $2,(MH) for benefit increases 
The fire departm ent appropria­ 
tion is $310,000, up nearly $21,- 
ooo from the 1976 figure of $289, 
050 Although Catlos said, “ I 
expect no m ajor expenditures,” 
he does plan to purchase about

Of Teamster Pension Funds 


DETROIT (UPI) - A reput­ 
ed crim e syndicate kingpin has 
been indicted with three other 
m en for e x to rtin g pension 
money from m em bers of the 
T eam sters’ local that w as the 
pow erbase for Jim m y R. Hoffa 
and F rank S. Fitzsim m ons. 
Vincent A. Meli, identified 
before a Senate com m ittee in 
1963 as a syndicate “capo,” was 
c h a rg e d 
along 
w ith 
two 
trucking com pany owners and 
a T eam sters’ business agent in 
a plot to force truck drivers to 
pay 
e m p lo y e rs’ 
sh a re s of 
contributions to various union 
pension funds. 


The drivers w ere threatened 
with loss of jobs, loss of equity 
in th e ir eq u ip m en t, lig h te r 
loads and “ a little rough stuff” 
if they failed to agree to the 
schem e in writing, US. Attorney 
Philip Van Dam said 
Federal sources said govern­ 
ment investigators believe such 


practices “happen quite a bit” 
in the industry.

Fitzsim m ons has been forced

Dr. Isaac D jerassi of the 
M ercy Catholic Medical Center 
at D arby, P a., said the new 
m ethod of separating white 
cells from the blood of donors 
will expand the capability to 
sm all blood banks around the 
world. 
Up to now, only about 100 
m ajor medical centers in the 
n atio n have 
been a b le to 
separate white blood cells from 
plasm a. This required one of 
two types of expensive and 
c o m p l i c a t e d 
m a c h i n e s 
re q u irin g tea m s of sk illed 
personnel. The process is slow 
and can only m eet the needs of 
a 
sm all fraction of cancer 
patients. 
“ In fact, with very few ex­ 
ceptions, m ajor cancer centers 
have priority lists for patients, 
w ho 
should 
be 
given 
the 
privilege of clearing their life 
t h r e a t e n i n g 
i n f e c t i o n s , ” 
D jerassi said at an A m erican 
C ancer Society 
sem inar 
for 
science w riters. 
His technique is sim ple. A 
pint of blood is taken from a 
donor, 
then 
clotting 
agents 
called platelets are rem oved 
from the blood by spinning it in 
a centrifuge. They are useful in 
controlling hem orrhages 
The rem aining red cells and 
w hite cells are suspended in a 
clear fluid with low viscosity 
and a chem ical called hydrox- 
yethyl starch is added. In 12 
m inutes, the red cells fall to the 
bottom of the container and the 
w hite cells float on top 
The white cells are collected 
and the red cells are given back 
to the donor. 
D jerassi said the m ethod is 
m ore than 80 per cent efficient, 
com pared to 20 to 40 per cent 
efficient for the older tech­ 
niques. This m eans far m ore 
w hite cells can be harvested 
from far less blood.

Ohio Bills Would 
‘Ban The Can1... 


COLUMBUS (UPI) - The 
Ohio House took the first step to 
“ban the can” Wednesday and 
join Oregon in prohibiting the 
sale of aerosol products using 
fltrorocarbons 
as 
a 
spray 
propellant. 
' ‘We have a moral obligation 
to 
our 
children, 
and 
our 
children’s children, to protect 
the environment,” said Rep. 
T hom as 
C arney, 
D- 
Youngstown, chairman of the 
com m ittee which favorably 
reported the bill sponsored by 
Rep. Dennis Eckart, D-Euclid. 
The bill would prohibit the 
sale of aerosol spray products 
which use fluorocarbons after 
Dec. 31,1978, with the exception 
of prescription drugs or other 
medical products. 
Retailers who have stocks of 
sfich products, which include 
deodorants, spray paints, floor 
wfaxes and kitchen and bath­ 
room cleaners, could sell their 
remaining inventories after the 
bfen goes into effect. 
: Eckart said “overwhelming 
evidence” was building that the 


one billion pounds of fluorocar­ 
bons a year which are sprayed 
into the atmosphere are de­ 
stroying the ozone layer in the 
upper atmosphere and cllowing 
increasing 
am ounts 
of 
radiation to reach the earth’s 
surface. 
Eckart told his colleagues, 
who voted 60-27 to send the bill 
to 
the 
S enate, 
that 
this 
radiation increased the number 
of 
cases 
of 
skin 
cancer, 
damaged food crops and might 
p rod u ce 
“ u n p r e d ic ta b le 
climatic changes.” 
“The convenience of aerosol 
sprays is 
needless 
when 
it 
destroys the en viron m en t,’’ 
said Eckart. “One could argue 
that the world could do without 
aerosol sprays.” 
Opponents to the bill argued 
that the ban would increase 
unemployment, but based their 
opposition on the lack of con­ 
clusive scientific 
proof 
that 
fluorocarbons 
do 
indeed 
destroy the ozone layer once 
they break 
down 
into their 
chemical components. 


“Ohio can’t fence in our air. 
The problem is a w orldwide one 
— not a problem Ohio can 
solve,” said Rep. Irma Karmol, 
R-Toledo 
The 
O regon 
legislatu re 
enacted a similar bill which 
went into effect in March this 
year 
Several other states passed 
laws giving the ban authority to 
state agencies. 
In a report cited by the op­ 
ponents to the bill, the National 
Academy of Sciences argued 
that state legislatures should 
not enact ban legislation, but 
should give industry two more 
years to develop alternative 
propellants. 
Eckart noted that Bristol- 
M yers 
had 
developed 
a 
“pump” spray which used no 
fluorocarbons', and that since 
publicity over fluorocarbons, 
consumer demand for products 
which use the chemical had 
dropped 15 per cent. 
The use of fluorocarbons in 
the United States accounts for 
60 per cent of the chemical in 
the atmosphere.

California enacted the sam e 
law as Stinziano is sponsoring 
in mid-1976. 
In that state, a person can 
sign a statement declaring:

Film Deserves Attention 


Now that the National Broadcasting Company 
has shown the first segment of a six-hour 
television film entitled “ Jesus of Nazareth,” we 
wonder what all the outcry was about the past 
few weeks. 
When it was first announced that General 
Motors would sponsor the program with its 
commercials, various evangelical religious 
groups announced immediate protests. General 
Motors immediately backed off and withdrew its 
sponsorship. 
The Salem News and other newspapers 
received numerous letters of protest, most 
claiming that a program of this nature would be 
inappropriate and not in keeping with the Holy 
Scriptures. 
What seems to have inspired the protests were 
remarks by the director of the film, Franco Zef­ 
firelli, that in the movie he attempted to portray 
the human Jesus rather than the divine Christ. 
We wonder how many of those people who are 
roundly condemning a movie they have never 
seen — a movie, incidentally, whose consultants 
included the Archbishop of Canterbury and 
representatives of the Vatican and which dozens 
of religious authorities in Europe have praised 
highly — are aware of how close their actions 
parallel those of the members of a Black Muslim 


sect who terrorized Washington, D.C., only a 
couple of weeks ago 
It will be recalled that one of the terrorists’ 
demands was a ban on the showing of a movie on 
the life of Mohammed — a movie they had never 
seen, either. 
Now, of course, there is a vast and fun­ 
damental difference between a letter-writing 
campaign or a boycott and holding people 
hostage and threatening to kill them. The one is 
an entirely legitimate exercise of the power of 
the pen or of the purse; the other is simply a 
crime. 
Yet at bottom, both are attempts by one group 
of people to dictate what all other people may 
see. 
However fervently those people who have 
protested to NBC may believe what they believe, 
however offended they may be at the mere 
thought of a film on television which may in 
some ways be contrary to their beliefs, this kind 
of censorship has always been out of bounds in 
the United States. 
After viewing the first portion, which we found 
to be a much better fare than is ordinarily of­ 
fered on television, we plan to watch the final 
segment. The film deserves the attention of the 
public. 
Crown In Question

tantamount to “ legitimizing” the Communist 
regime.

couple or three decades ago, 
the classic lament of the times 
was: 
"Everything I like is 
either illegal, immoral or 
fattening.” 
If updated to include the 
taboos at work today, that 
ancient plaint would read 
“ Everything I like that isn’t 
illegal, immoral or fattening 
causes cancer in rats.” 
To some extent, the forces of 
permissiveness have worn 
down the bars of illegality and 
immorality 
Were those the 
only deterrents to enjoyment, 
most people probably would go 
ahead and do it anyway. 
The weakening of those 
retraints, however, has been 
more than offset by the ever 
broadening range of strictures 
that must be observed to 
forestall corpulence. 
The ratio is approximately as 
follows: for every three people 
who will now do something they 
didn’t used to do because it was 
illegal or immoral, there are 
seven more people who have 


gone on a diet. 
Irately, the mushrooming list 
of things that cause people to 
gain weight, 
including 
mu­ 
shrooms, has been matched by 
the snowballing list of things 
that cause cancer 
in rats. 
Including snowballs. 
Indeed, some scientists are 
coming around to the conclu­ 
sion that there is an either-or 
relationship involved here — 
either something will cause you 
to gain weight or it will cause 
cancer in rats. 
Certainly it has worked out 
that way with respect to 
sweeteners.

committee began hearings this 
week on legislation that would 
permit the Food and Drug 
Administration to lift its con­ 
troversial ban on saccharin. 
Being on the skinny side 
myself, 1 am not emotionally 
involved in the issue

to see satisfied 
If you find something you can 
eat without 
gaining weight. 


chances are rats will find it non­ 
fattening too, right? Therefore, 
the question that should be 
answered is this: 
Did the laboratory rats that 
were fed concentrated amounts 
of artificial sweetener develop 
cancer because of certain 
ingredients in saccharin, or did 
they develop cancer because 
they were thin? 


Putting it another way, it 
may turn out that slim rats 
basically are more susceptible 
to cancer than fat rats are. In 
that event, the laboratory tests 
for saccharin, cyclamates and 
various other non-fattening 
foodstuff would be subject to 
somewhat different interpreta­ 
tion. 


It will, alas, take years to 
determine whether rodent slen- 
derization was a factor in the 
saccharin tests. 
By that time, anything you 
like that isn’t illegal, immoral 
or fattening will be killed by the 
freeze, priced out of sight bv 
Brazilians or subject to an Arab 
embargo.

Chaotic Medicaid Waste 


N EW YORK — For anyone 
seeking a new source of fuel, I 
have an inside tip on two 
strange 
warehouses 
jam- 
packed with inflammable, not- 
yet-fossilized material 
These 
buildings are the storage depots 
of tens of millions of,bills sub­ 
mitted 
by 
“ vendors” 
(physicians, et al.) to this big 
town’s gargantuan 
Medicaid 
system. “ Human Resources” 
officials now are searching for 
more repositories. 
You can believe it — at least 
26 million “ pieces” of paper ac­ 
cumulate each year inside this 
city’s Medicaid agency now 
paying the health and hospital­ 
ization charges for 1.4 million 
persons. 
Each sheet of paper must be 
kept. 
It mustn’t be 
micro­ 
filmed. Photostats of original 
signatures aren’t acceptable on 
rechecking for any reason 
including criminal prosecution. 
Thus, if you’re wondering 
how this vast operation gets 
ripped off, you have the an­ 
swer. Thievery by the greedy, 
by comparison, accounts for 
paltry scores of millions of 
dollars. It’s the waste, the 
chaos, the malfunctioning and 
m alad m inistration 
which 
squanders over $500 million a 
year in Medicaid alone in this 
city. 
This is an especially irri­ 
tating item at national tax time 
because half of that huge sum is 
federal money A quarter of it is 
a state expenditure. And the 
other $250 million comes out of 
the city’s coffers which in turn 
borrow it from the government. 
AND NOTE, please, this is 
only in the Medicaid system. 
The yearly inflow of 26 million 
documents is solid fact. Not an 
estimate. The source is the 
city’s own special Medicaid 
Task Force of its Human Re­ 
sources Administration. 
Most of this paper is made up 
of demands for money — 720,- 
000 bills a year from nursing 
homes, eight million invoices 
from pharmacies and several 
million from doctors 
Many 
physicians are fleeing the sys­ 
tem now because it’s months 
behind in payments to them 
Frequently some are overpaid 
with 
freak 
computerized 
checks adding thousands of 
dollars to a bill. Some are 
underpaid Some, rarely paid 
And thousands of medical men, 
dentists and pharmacists are 
under intensive investigation 
I ’m told it will take another 
three years for a new state 
Medicaid information opera-

Human Resources Administra­ 
tion — half of its funds are 
federal — has a computer 
system. But it doesn’t quite 
work. And why rush? The state 
will take over Medicaid respon­ 
sibility late this year. 
It would take an encyclopedia 
(not a bad idea) to list all the 
Medicaid abuses. One example 
should do. There is a horren­ 
dous “ third party payment” 
crisis.

him." the senator told us. 
And even if Schweiker is 
hoping to

own 
political career by continuing 
his liaison with Reagan, he is 
apt to be sorely disappointed. 
As Nelson Rockefeller can 
testify, Republican conserva­ 
tives tend to have long mem­ 
ories and little capacity for for­ 
giveness. Neither Rocky’s own 
drift to the right during the final 
years of his gubernatorial 
career nor his selection as vice 
president by Jerry Ford, a life­ 
long conservative, did much to 
alleviate the antagonism of the 
GOP right.

FCC tries out 
the soft touch

(EDITOR’S NOTE: Ink Dipper

Up until now, the Federal 
Com munications 
Commission 
has been som ething that CBers, 
for the most p art, have feared. 
Now — on an experim ental 
basis, at least — the agency is 
trying to change som e attitudes 
in hopes that it can improve 
co m p lian c e 
of 
CBing 
regulations without resorting to 
fines 
or 
o th e r 
p unitive 
m easures. 
The experim ent is under way 
in the Norfolk, Va., area. CBers 
freq u e n tly 
h e a r, 
“ T his 
is 
KFCC-100, your Uncle Charlie, 
h ere.’’ 
The call letters a re those of 
the FCC’s national center for 
enforcem ent team training in 
N orfolk, w h ere p ro sp e ctiv e 
governm ent officers are taught 
how to detect illegal CB opera­ 
tions and m ake cases against 
the law breakers. Uncle Cha. lie 
is the handle CBers have tradi­ 
tionally used to identify the 
agency. 
T ra in e e s a t 
th e 
N orfolk 
center are taking to the a ir to 
rem ind CBers of the proper 
way to use their equipm ent — 
no scolding, no fines, just one 
person talking to another. 
P rim arily, the FCC is en­ 
couraging CBers to use their 
call letters, but at the sam e 
tim e a pitch is being m ade for 
them to observe other regula­ 
tions and radio m anners. 
CBers in the area are typical 
of CBers across the country — 
m ost don't bother using call 
letters. “F orgetting” to use call 
letters is one of six infractions 
that m akes Uncle C harlie m ad 
enough to take som e form of 
enforcem ent action. 
The other five a re: 
> 
—U sing 
m o re 
pow er 
to 
transm it than the five watts 
» allow ed u n d e r re g u la tio n s. 
CBers can add m ore power — 
som etim es as m uch as several 
thousand extra w atts — by 


either modifying regular equip­ 
m ent or adding special a m ­ 
plifiers. 
—O perating outside the pres­ 
ent 40 channels. A m inority of 
CBers have modified equip­ 
m ent 
that 
allows 
them 
to 
transm it on frequencies outside 
the channels, interfering with 
m ilitary, business and com ­ 
m ercial broadcast radios. 
—O perating over a distance 
g reater than 150 miles. F reak 
atm ospheric conditions often 
m ake 
it 
possible to c o m ­ 
m unicate over great distances, 
even though a CB’s norm al 
range is about 20 miles. 
—Using obscenity on the air. 
—O perating in a way th at's 
contrary to federal, state or 
local law s, which is a sort of 
c a tc h -a ll re g u la tio n th a t is 
aim ed a t stopping the use of a 
CB during a crim e. 
How well is the Norfolk ex­ 
perim ent working? 
It’s still too early to say for 
certain. But there’s been a 
m arked increase in the num ber 
of CBers using call letters, 
according to Jerry Freem an, 
the engineer in charge of the 
FCC’s Norfolk field office. 
About 98 per cent of the CBers 
in the Norfolk area a re now 
using call letters, according to 
Jerry F reem an, the engineer in 
charge of the FCC’s Norfolk 
office.

Careful ironing 
rids rug of wax

DEAR POLLY — How can I remove wax that ran 
over on to my pale green plush rug? I tried ice cubes but 
they did not work. I would appreciate any help. — O P. 
DEAR O P. — Gently scrape off the excess wax with a 
dull knife, then place a clean white blotter over the stain 
and place a hot iron on it. Be careful that the iron does 
not touch the rug. Keep moving the blotter so there is 
always a clean area over the stain. Follow with a dry- 
cleaning fluid. — POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — My Pet Peeve is with the check-out aisle 
in so many super-markets. I find it alm ost impossible to get 
my cart through due to the candy, gum and magazines that are 
placed so close at one side — MRS N.M. 
DEAR POLLY — Whenever mending underwear, socks or 
whatever cut a piece of gauze bandage the necessary size for 
the spot to be mended, tack it on lightly with a single thread 
and have a good base to start the mending job - UNA 
DEAR POLLY — This is to answer the lady who wants to 
keep neighborhood cats away from her yard Make some holes 
in the top of a soda bottle with a screw-on top Put some am­ 
monia in the bottle, put top back on tightly and then sprinkle 
the rocks Repeat when the cats start to come back agam, as 
well as after every rain. It works for dogs, too. — MILDRED 
DEAR POLLY — My Pointer is for those who may be put­ 
ting down self-sticking floor tiles. We have just put them down 
in our bathroom and kitchen and would like to pass on some in­ 
formation that we learned for ourselves. 
We had cleaned the floors and had them ready for laying the 
tiles the next day but neglected to read over the instructions 
until the next morning when we were ready to start work We 
noted that the tiles were to be kept at 65 degrees for 12 hours 
previous to installation and since our thermostat is set at 55 
degrees during the night the tiles were too brittle to install 
without breaking. Instead of waiting all day for the tiles to 
warm up we took them out of the box and laid them down, two 
at a time, on the sheet on our bed. Then we turned on the elec - 
trie blanket to “ High” and covered the tiles In a very short 
time they were pliable and ready to be laid Ours were the 
self-adhesive, peel-tiie-back-off tiles that come about 45 to the 
box We thought this a great idea. — DIANNE

Consumers To Feel Impact 
Boosts Are Predicted 
In Cattle, Hog Prices

Beef r attle prices are heading 
up this spring, but A griculture 
D ep artm en t eco n o m ists say 
prospects indicate m any cattle­ 
men will continue to lose money 
through Septem ber. 
At the sam e tim e, experts 
said in a Livestock and Meat 
Situation report, both cattle and 
hog prices are likely to rise in 
the second half of the year and 
consum ers will feel the impact 
in the form of higher retail 
prices for beef and pork. 
The departm ent report said 
prices for Choice grade grain- 
led steers at O m aha, which 
averaged an estim ated $37.88 
p er 
hundred 
pounds 
from 
Jan u ary through M arch, are 
expected to rise to a $39 to $41 
d o lla r a v e ra g e from A pril 
through June and a 
$42-$44 
ra n g e 
from 
Ju ly 
through 
Septem ber. 
The predicted increases point 
the way to improved returns for 


cattle producers who have been 
losing money through m uch of 
the past three-and-ahalf years 
But the latest forecast does 
nothing to ch an g e 
e a rlie r 
p re d ic tio n s th a t for m any 
farm ers there will be no profit 
in cattle until at least the last 
q u a rter of this y ear 
Eldon Ball, a 
departm ent 
livestock specialist, said in an 
interview the predicted cattle 
p ric e s 
fo r 
the 
A p ril-Ju n e 
q u arter are still slightly below 
predicted total production costs 
for that period 
F o r 
the 
Ju lv -S e p tem b e r 
qu arter, predicted cattle prices 
are up — but so are cost 
forecasts. C attlem en’s returns 
m ay be up to the $42-$44 per 
h u n d red w eig h t 
ra n g e , 
but 
estim ates of costs in the Corn 
Belt in July run slightly over 
$44. Ball said. 
The expert noted governm ent 
cost estim ates include some 
overhead item s which farm ers 


may not count as direct, outof- 
pocket costs. And in some 
cases, efficient producers prob­ 
ably have costs 
below 
the 
government estimates and can 
break even or make slight 
profits at the predicted cattle 
prices.

“ There are some features in 
this bill we think are good,” 
said Sen. Thomas A Van Meter, 
R-Ashland,

there are also some problems.” 
Chief problem for the Repub­ 
licans, who had already re­ 
signed themselves to increased 
registration opportunities, was 
the election day registration, 
which Van Meter said would 
open the door to potential fraud 
and create long lines at the 
polls. 
“This isn’t going to encour­ 
age voters,” said Van Meter. 
“ They may go and vote once, 
but it will be a cold day in hell 
before they do it again.” 
Van Meter urged removal of 
election day 
registration to 
“ preserve the sanctity of the 
ballot box and maintain order 
at the polling place.” 
“ Once that ballot is in the 
box, it’s irretrievable,” said 
Van Meter in pointing out that 
dn election day registrant’s 
vote would count, even if later 
proven fraudulent. 
But Hall led the defeat of Van 
Meter’s amendment, saying it 
would “ take out the heart and 
the guts of the bill.” He said any 
election day registrant could be 
challenged at the polls. 
“ There is considerably less 
fraud on election day than there 
is after swearing-in day,” Sen. 
Harry Meshel, D-Youngstown, 
said laughingly. 
Also defeated were Republi­ 
can amendments to: 
E lim in a te 
perm anent 
registration and purge the 
names of voters who did not 
vote in four years. 
Require the state to reim­ 
burse county boards of election 
for the estimated $1.8 million 
cost of administering the new 
procedures. 
Prior to passage, the Demo­ 
crats added a pair of amend­ 
ments of their own. 
One would ensure that polling 
places be located in barrierfree 
places by Nov. 1, 1980. 
The other would allow county 
boards to charge a “ reasonable 
fee” for registration applica­ 
tions if more than 15 are taken 
out at a time. 
Hall said the bill contains 
plenty of safeguards for screen­ 
ing voters rolls for persons who 
died, moved, committed felo­ 
nies or are mentally incom­ 
petent 
“ This bill is more fraud-proof 
than the old law,” he said, 
noting identification will be 
required to register on election 
day. “ By passing this bill, we 
will effectively eliminate all 
obstacles to registration and 
increase the participation of 
voters.” 
‘‘We (Republicans) 
hope 
more people will be encouraged 
to vote in 
1978,” said Van 
Meter, “ because with the type 
of legislation we’re passing, 
we'll win.”

On Rebates

President Carter will not trade 
water projects for tax rebates, 
but still expects Congress to 
include the $50 tax returns in 
his economic stimulus package, 
White House aides said today. 
“ He’s looking at them objec­ 
tively,” said one aide of a list of 
30 water projects which the 
administration is reviewing. An 
earlier announcement that the 
projects might be scrapped has 
drew strong opposition from 
some lawmakers. 
“ His credibility would be at 
stake,” if he simply approved 
water projects in order to get 
the tax rebates passed, said the 
aides. But they also noted that 
no final decision has been made 
on the water projects yet, 
“ He thinks the tax rebate is 
winnable,” said one aide. 
Another called it a ‘‘delicate 
political situation.” 
Carter, meanwhile, prepared 
to announce his major policy 
statement on nuclear prolifera­ 
tion. including a warning that 
the spread of nuclear fuel 
processing plants threatens the 
world. 
The President also was 
scheduled today to sign the 
Emergency Drought Relief bill 
which gives the Interior De­ 
partment emergency powers to 
help the West get through its 
worst drought on record. 
The bill would set up a “ water 
bank” for growers of perennial 
crops — like fruit orchards — to 
buy enough water for the crops 
to survive; five-year, interest- 
free loans would be provided 
for the emergency purchases of 
water.

on existing contracts would be 
deferred where justified by the 
financial 
squeeze

drought 
The bill authorizes $100 
million for water acquisition 
with up to $15 million of that for 
building physical facilities on 
an emergency basis.

The statewide voter registra­ 
tion bill that passed in the Ohio 
Senate Wednesday “ is far too 
liberal and will open flood gates 
of fraud’’ at polling places. 
Miss Rebecca Resnick, director 
of the Columbiana County Elec­ 
tion Board, charged today. 
Miss Resnick and two mem­ 
bers of her staff were in Colum­ 
bus attending a meeting called 
by Secretary of State Ted W 
Brown when the bill zipped 
through the Senate 21-12, on a 
party-line vote. 
Columbiana and 22other Ohio 
counties would have county- 
wide registration for the first 
time if the bill receives the ex­ 
pected passage in the Ohio 
House. Democrats control both 
sides of the General Assembly 
with veto-proof majorities. 
TH E B IL L PER M IT S regis­ 
tration by postcard, door-to- 
door soliciting, at driver’s li­ 
cense bureaus or at polling 
places on election day. 
Registration now is cut off 30 
days before an election. 
The new law also provides 
that voter registration would 
become permanent, with little

D EAR DR 
LAMB - My 
doctor says I have os­ 
teoporosis and I have a lot of 
pain in my back I fear that I 
will get a dowager’s hump 
since I have trouble keeping 
my back straight. 
My question is would a 
sh o u ld e r 
su p p o rt

beneficial? I am 61 years old. 
Also my doctor does not 
prescribe calcium tablets He 
says to drink a quart of milk a 
day which is not always con­ 
venient, especially while I am 
at work or gone from home. 
D EA R R E A D E R - The 
purpose of drinking the milk is 
to give you 1000 to 1200 
milligrams of calcium a day. 
If you are not going to drink 
the quart of milk or use an 
equivalent amount of cottage 
cheese then you should take 
calcium tablets 
Remember 
the rule that you need to get at 
least 
1000 m illigram s of 
calcium a day. It doesn’t 
matter how. 
It is not always convenient 
to drink milk and some people 
can’t tolerate it. Others want 
to use a limited calorie budget 
for other foods. You can get 
some suitable calcium tablets 
at your local drug store and if 
you are in doubt about which 
ones I ’m sure your phar­ 
macist will be glad to help 
you.

Woman Sets Marriage 


As Loan Collateral 


TO KYO (U P I) — A promi­ 
nent Japanese women’s libera­ 
tion 
leader 
has 
staked her 
feminist cause and her m ar­ 
riage as collateral on a loan to 
finance a new women’s political 
party. 
Kimiko Kichi, better known 
by her maiden name as Misako 
En o k i, says she borrowed 
$56,666 from her husband to 
help finance 10 candidates of 
the Japan Women’s Party who 
will run in the upper house 
elections in July. 
She organized the party, she 
said, to provide government 
representation for women, who 
account for more than half of 
Jap an ’s 110 million people. 
But the terms of the loan 
were stiff. 
She promised her husband 
she will repay her debt by July. 
If she fails she will either give 
up her feminist activities or 
divorce him. 
The 32-year-old physician’s 
wife became famous in Japan 
as founder and 
leader of 
Thupiren, a feminist group that 
dons pink helmets to demon­ 
strate for the rights of women. 
She and her husband, Natsuo 
Kiuchi, have been married for 
11 years, but since 1972 Ms. 
Enoki has prim arily been in­ 
volved in Chupiren, which she 
organized to oppose Japan’s 
anti-abortion law and to sup­ 
port legislation favoring the use 
of birth control pills. 
She said Chupiren has 4,000 
m embers 
and 
10,000 
sup­ 
porters. 
The party platform, among 
other points, calls for retention 
of a woman’s maiden name 
after marriage and a 50 per 
cent split in property ownership 
in divorce cases. 
Ms Enoki, in explaining the 
loan arrangement, described 


her husband is a “ wonderful 
man.” 
“ I don’t want 
to divorce 
him,” she said. “ I don’t want to 
quit the Churipen movement, 
either. I ’ll make the utmost 
effort to repay the money.” 
As for her husband, he said he 
is ‘‘in earnest” over the strict 
terms on the loan. 
“ I ’ve kept quiet for three 
years,” he said.

Jury To Get 
Murder Cose 
At Cleveland 


C L E V E L A N D (UPI) - The 
Marlene Steele murder case 
was expected to go to the jury 
late 
today 
following 
final 
argum ents by two defense 
attorneys and an assistant 
prosecutor. 
Cuyahoga County Common 
Pleas 
Judge 
Joseph 
Nahra 
Wednesday told jury members 
to bring overnight kits with 
them. He said they would be 
sequestered until they reached 
a verdict. 
There was a wealth of name- 
calling Wednesday as closing 
arguments began in the first 
cfegree murder trial of former 
Euclid judge Robert Steele and 
two Cleveland men accused of 
plotting the 1969 death of 
Steele's first wife, Marlene. 
Assistant prosecutor Carmen 
Marino 
indicated 
the 
three 
defendants to the jury at one 
point and asked, “ Do any of 
these people crawl out of the 
ground at night?” 
He 
labeled 
Steele 
a 
“ degenerate, but not a fool.” 
He called defendant Owen 
Kilbane a “ flesh peddler” and 
defendant Martin Kilbane ‘‘a 
ne’er-do-well who has never 
worked a day in his life.” 
The Kilbanes are charged 
with getting Richard Robbins to 
kill Mrs. Steele for the former 
judge. Robbins, serving a life 
term for the 1968 slaying of 
black folk singer Tedd Browne, 
testified early in the trial he 
shot Mrs. Steele to death “ as a 
favor to a judge friend” of 
Owen Kilbane’s. 
Ja m e Burke, defense a t­ 
torney for Owen Kilbane, called 
Robbins 
“ a 
lying 
creep, 
a 
mooch, a leach, a Judas.” He 
said Robbins, given immunity 
in the Steele case to testify 
against 
Steele 
and 
the 
K ilbanes, 
was 
probably 
coached by 
investigators to 
create a convincing story. 
B urke called M arino an 
“ Ellery Queen” who weaved a 
mystery where none existed. 
M arino 
acknowledge 
the 
prosecution “ struck a deal with 
Robbins...because 
we 
had 
leverage on him.” He said the 
state probably 
lacked the 
evidence to convict Robbins in 
the Steele case, but already had 
him for the Browne murder 
anyway. 
Marino accused the defense 
of doing everything it could to 
keep Owen Kilbane’s common 
law wife, Carol, from testifying 
about a statement she made to 
the F B I two years ago in- 
plicating the k ilb an es and 
Steele. Carol Braun Kilbane is 


serving a six-month jail sent­ 
ence for contempt of court for 
refusing to testify 
Burke admitted the woman s 
statement was damaging but 
said Mrs Kilbane was mentally 
unfit.
